OSTRICH DOES NOT °. 
‘ HIDE: HIS. HEAD 

f ae ing iat fii Sis 
For more than than two thousand 
years people have, believed. that the 
ostrich hides his head in the. sand}: 
when his enemies are hot upon his 
trail. I fancy that most readers of 
The Tribune regard this as. a sound: 
piece of natural history. I’ have ‘al- 
ways done so myself. . But this is the 
age of the higher criticism, of- the 
doubter, of the man with the hammer. 
and the axe. Along comes that path- 
finder of the Arctic, Vilhjalmur’ Stef- 
ansson, author of a new book, “The 
Northward Course of Empire” (F. D. 
Goodchild Company, Toronto), and 
he says that it is aJl nonsense to sup- 
pose that the ostrich is such a_ silly 
bird. He says that he believed the 
story for about 35 years until he be- 
came the housemate of Carl Akeley, 
who knows Africa as well as he does 
the north.. “One evening after din- 
ner,” he says, “we were talking about 
big game hunting and he remarked 
that the ostrich is nearly the canniest 
big game animal of Africa and. one of 
the most difficult to approach. When 
I said I did not see how ‘it could be 
very difficult to approach a bird’ that 
stands in the open and hides his head 


in the sand, Akeley replied that the 
ostrich does that only in books.” 
s * 6 
Among other. African travellers 


who assured Stefansson that they 
had never seen: an ostrich hide his 
headin the sand was Col. Roosevelt. 
He declared that while in Africa -he 
had investigated this question. . He 
enquired frou various white men 
and they had never seen any evidence 
of it, and from various negroes, who 
had never ‘heard of it. Roosevelt’s 
comment was: “You see, those negros 
had not had the advantage of an 
American education.’ Stefansson 
believes that one of the reasons why 
this idea has persisted 80 long is be- 
cause the moralists have found it so 
useful. “The Romans,” he says, 
“copied it from the Greeks and the 
Renaissance writers from the Rom- 
ans, and we have it'in our school 
books, not as a Little. Red Riding 
Hood story, which we know to be 
fiction, not as an Alicé-in-Wonderland 
story; which nohddy believes, but as 
a sober, supposedly scientific fact: 
Obviously every ostrich in Africa 
would be killed within a year if they: 
did not know, every trick of hiding 
and fleeing and fighting that is’ need- 


‘ed to get along in this difficult world.”

The Arctic explorer has brought 
the ‘ostrich into his book in order to 
make the point that we hold just as 
foolish opinions about the Arctic re- 


‘|}gions as we did (for I suppose you, 


like myself, have just had your faith 
shattered regarding that -head-bury- 
ing trick of the ostrich) about the 
bird that courses the African desert. 
One wild idea that has obtained ‘wide 
circulation is that the Far North is 
devoid of vegetation, or that if there 
{is vegetation it is only mosses and 
lichens. Stefansson asserts that the 
school geographies and encyclopedias 
has given us that impression, yet 
every, botanist .that has travelled 
northward knows the tontrary is true. 
“During my first.year in the Arctic,” 
says this explorer, “I. saw everything 
through a haze of’ romance and did 
not for a while realize that it was a 
very commonplace country.

He knew that it would be 
death to dive the plane toward the 
ground, for the rush of air would car- 
ry the flames back where they would 
ignite the wings and then ‘the entire 
plane. Once the wings were on fire 
{t would take less than twenty sec- 
onds for the entire covering. to be. 
consumed. His best course was to 
hold the machine in a partial stall 
and let it settle toward the ground 
while. travelling forward at its 
minimum speed. Thus he would he 
in the least danger, for the fire would 
be confined temporarily to the engine 
compartment. ‘The’ earth was still 
three thousand feet away, and if he 
could settle down near enough to at* 
tempt a landing anywhere before the 
wings began to blaze he would have 
a fighting chance for his life. . Hardy 
was under on illusions regarding his 
predicament.’ He knew that in his 
present position he had only a bare 
chance of surviving. That fact, which 
would have been enough to render 
some men useless with fear; served 
‘a8 a spur to Hardy. He was a born 
fighter. Instead of becoming panic- 
stricken he simply gritted his teeth 
in silence and settled himséelf.to fight 
to the finish.

THANKSGIVING DAY 


Thanksgiving Day this year finds 
Western Canada facing a somewhat 
difficult *and gloomy situation. The 
grain crop in Alberta has been patchy 
and in some districts poor. The hay 
crop was short all round. Prices are 
low, ruinously so for stock. The 
: farmers are therefore in many cases 

short of cash. The farming industry 
is the mainstay of the West, and the 
cities and towns feel acutely the de- 
pression of the major industry and 
complain. of poor ‘business . generally. 

As a result one hears of people leav- 
ing the towns or districts wheres they 

have lived for years ‘and going to 

other provinces or to other countries 
in. the hope of finding. better times 
elsewhere, so that our towns, instead 
of. growing, are, if anything, falling 
off in population. Taxation is rela- 
tively high, especially munic{pal “tax- 
ation, and municipal authorities are 
' finding no little difficulty in carrying 
4 on the public services. In Southern 

Alberta the succession of crop fail- 
ures from drought has given rise to 
a widespread opinion that a_ great 
mistake has been made in opening 
that country for homestead séttle- 
ment. It is said that a fine cattle 
country has been permanently ruined 
ina useless attempt to turn it into a 
farming country. This year’s moder- 
¢ ately good crop in the South has not 
' shaken this opinion to any extent. 
Generally speaking, things are regard- 
ed as being in a bad way, very differ- 


~ close. For Some the thoughts: 


-lent from the bounteous times of pre- 


war years, when money was plenti- 
ful, progress was rapid, and hopes 
were high. Under such circumstances 
it is not unnatural that Thanksgiving 


Day should find people inclined.to be: 


despondent and anxious rather than 
thankful. 


There is another side to the situ- 
ation. These difficulties are real 
enough and serious enough, but they 
are not the only things to be thought 
of. Let us Hft our eyes and look 
abroad. We have lately come through 
a great world war marked by  wide- 
spread ruin and almost. incalculable 
expenditure, destruction .and waste. 
Russia, a great country of 120 mil- 
lions, has been reduced to a state of 
semi-chaos, marked by famiie, pesti- 
lence and ‘the utmost misery. and 
suffering. France has had her rich- 
est lands devastated, her most flour- 
ishing industries ruined, and is prac- 
tically bankrupt. Practically the 
whole Gree: * population of Asia Minor 
have had ‘to flee from their homes 
with no r2sources whatever, or to 
face fire and ma3sscre at the hands 
of the Tir: Aiiizd and enemy 
countries of Europe, new states” and 
old, are in a condition of. desperate 
difficulty, hardly realisable by the 
people of Canada. They stand on ‘the 


edge of fresh wars, foreign and civil, 


of famine and ruin. Even the United 
States has great industrial difficulties 
and business depression even more 
widespread than our own. China, 
with 400 millions of people, has been 
for years now without anything ap- 
proaching an ordered government, 
scourged by civil war, by hordes cf 


mere bandits under the guise of so]- 


diers of contending parties, by floods 
and starvation. In India a handful 
of British officials, with a backing of 
some 70,000 British soldiers, are 
standing before an _ ever- growing 
menace of revolution amongst the 
300 millions of India, a_ revolution 
which in a few weeks would make 
that great country a welter of blood. 


Tio such a tale of war or the threat 


of war, suffering and wretchedness,: 


Western Canada presents a happy 
contrast. There may be a lack of 
cash, but there can be few households 
which lack a sufficiency of good if 
plain food, of fuel enough for warmth, 
and clothes to wear. Even where 
circumstances genuinely prevent any 
family from earning such, private and 
public generosity is “not. wanting.
